Stand Is in Line With 
Aldermen’s Demand 
for Restoration of Pass 
System — Objectian to 
13-Cent Charge.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 20— 
A brand-new transit fare propos- 
al, for a 75-cent weekly pass with 
a 5-cent charge for each ride on 
the pass, was brought to the gt. 
Louis Public Service Co. fare hear- 
ing today by the city of St. Louis. 

It was laid before the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 


at the opening of the hearing by 
City Counselor James E. Crowe, 
who asked that the cash fare be 
kept at the present 10-cent level. 

If the company’s proposal for 
a 13-cent fare or two tokens for 
25 cents, with a new additional 
fare of 5 cents for rides into the 
suburban zones, should be adopted, 
Crowe declared, the company 
would lose so much business that 
it would go bankrupt, in the city’s 
opinion. The company estimates 
maximum additional yield of the 
proposed new fares at $3,780,000 a 
year. 

(Mayor Joseph M. Darst said in 
St. Louis today that the “plus- 
five” plan, as he termed the new 
fare proposal, represented the city 
administration’s fulfilment of its 
pledge to make an all-out effort 
for restoration of the pass system 
and establishment of equitable 
rates of fare. The Board of Ald- 
ermen also has gone on record 
for restoration of the pass plan.) 

The More, the Cheaper. 

A T5-cent pass, with a charge 
of 5 cents each time it was used, 
would appeal only to passengers 
riding more than 15 times a week, 
as it would represent a cost of 
$1.50 for 15 rides, or 10 cents each, 
the same as the cash fare. If 
used less than 15 times, the ex- 
pense to the rider with such a 
pass would be greater than the 
10-cent cash fare. 

The. more the suggested 75-cent 
pass was used, the cheaper the 
rides would be. Twenty rides in 
a week would average 8.75 cents 
each; 50 rides, 6.5 cents; 100 rides, 
5.75 cents. Many salesmen, messen-

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
President Truman today asked 
Congress to create a tenth Cab- 


inet-rank department—a Depart- 
ment of Welfare—and to put the 
Department of Commerce in 
charge of public roads. 

The plans—seven in all—were 
sent to Capitol Hill within a half 
hour after Truman signed the 
long-debated reorganization bill 
giving him broad powers to merge 
and streamline Government agen- 
cies, subject to congressional veto. 

The Public Roads Administra- 
tion now is in the Federal Works 
Agency. Welfare and social se- 
curity matters are handled by the 
Federal Security agency. 

Proposed by Hoover Group. 

All the plans, if permitted to 
take effect, will carry out reform 
and economy proposals of the 
Commission on Government Or- 
ganization headed by former Pres- 
iden.. Herbert Hoover. 

The other five would (a) give 
the Bureau of Employment Secur- 
ity (jobless pay and job place- 
ment) to the Department of Labor, 
(b) reorganize the Post Office De- 
partment, (c) enlarge the scope 
of the executive office of the 
President, (d) streamline the Civil 
Service Commission, and (e) 
strengthen the authority of the 
chairman of the Maritime Com- 
mission. 

The plans, said Truman in an 
eighth message, “provide a neces- 
sary basis for increased economy 
and efficiency” in the Government. 
They deserve the support of Con- 
gress and the people, he declared. 

He cautioned that approval of 
a reorganization plan “does not 
automatically produce efficiency 
and economy or reduce expendi- 
tures.” 

“Only the curtailment or abo- 
lition of Government programs 
can be expected to result in 
substantial savings.” 

The President promised a 
“steady and sustained effort to 

achieve improved management.” 

Truman urged also prompt 
House action on a Senate-approved 
bill to reorganize the armed forces 
further, and on legislation to in- 
crease the pay of top officials. The 
Government must attract men of 
“vigor, imagination and experi- 
ence,” he said. 

All seven plans were described 
by the White House as conforming 
“quite closely” to the Hoover Com- 
mission recommendations filed 
with Congress this spring after 
two years of research. 

How Law Works. 

Under the new law, the plans 
will take effect in 60 days unless 
either house of Congress vetoes 
them within that time by a ma- 
jority vote of the full member-

NEW YORK, June 20 (AP)— 
Late buying lifted stock prices 
from'‘a few cents to $3 a share in 
today’s market. The day’s increase 
in the market value of listed 
stocks approached a billion dollara.

OUT ;8 PCT. AVERAGE 
PRICE DROP IN YEAR 


CHICAGO, June 20 (AP)—Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. yesterday began 
placing in the mails its largest 
general catalogue since the au- 
tumn of 1941. It is for the fall 
and winter of 1949. 

Containing 1380 pages, the cat- 
alogue lists nearly 100,000 separate 
items. Sears said a sampling of 
2000 representative items showed 
prices lower on 62 per cent, un- 
changed on 35 per cent and higher 
on 3 per cent when compared with 
the spring and summer general 
catalogue. 

Some of the largest reductions 
were: automobile batteries, down 
31 per cent; armored cable, also 
down 31 per cent; flannel yard 
goods, down 19 per cent; sheets 
and sheeting, down 15 per cent;

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DOMINICAN REVOLT 
FORCES BEATEN, 
PRESIDENT SAYS 


Republic’s Navy Reported 
to Have: Destroyed 2 
Plane Loads of In- 


vaders. 


HAVANA, June 20 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Rafael L. Trujillo Molina of 
the Dominican Republic said to- 
day the Dominican navy last night 
destroyed two planes carrying an 
expeditionary force on its way to 
overthrow the Dominican Govern- 
ment. 

In a telephone interview, he said 
the planes were amphibians, and 
that all members of the force were 
killed. 

Trujillo said that according to 
the report of an investigation now 
taking place, “it appears that 
those planes arrived with arms 
and. seditious forces on the Lu- 
peron. coast near Puerto Plata.” 
He added that the civil population 
engaged the seditious forces. 

“They were not . Dominican 
military forces,” Trujillo said. 
“But a unit of the Dominican 
navy went to help“the civilian 
population and attacked the 
planes which burned.” 

Trujillo’s first words in the 
telephone interview were: “I am 
still here, All those who tried to 
overthrow me are dead.” 

He described one of the planes 
as a Catalina and the other as a 
Grumman... Trujillo said the 
planes “took off from Guatemalan 
and Cuban territories.”

HAVANA, Cuba, June 20 — A 
Cuban source here claimed to 
have talked by radio-telephone 
with Eufemio Fernandez, _re- 
ported leader of the invasion 
force against the Dominican Re- 
public.

PARIS, June 20 (AP)—The Big 
Four foreign ministers announced 
agreement in principle on Austria 
and a stop-gap arrangement for 
Germany today, and then ad- 
journed. Russian Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky immediately 
threw the final outcome into 
doubt, however, by asking and 
getting a new session tonight. 

The new secret meeting was ar- 
ranged at the French Foreign Min- 
istry. United States Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson postponed his 
take off for the United States. 

This was the sequence: 

The four powers adjourned the 
conference at 6:30 p.m. (12:30 p.m, 
St. Louis time). 


@ They issued a communique for 


publication at 8 p.m. 
Request by Vishinsky. 

Shortly before that hour, Vishin- 
sky asked that the communique 
be held up and a new meeting 
be convened. The Americans at 
first said it didn’t seem likely his 
request could be granted. In any 
event, the communique already 
had been released. 

However, there were hurried 
conferences among the staffs of 
the western ministers, and the 
French arranged the new night 
session. 

Vishinsky said he had new in- 
formation from Moscow. There 
was no indication what this con- 
cerned. : 

The West, in the last hours of 
the conference, rejected a Vishin- 
sky demand to discuss a Japa- 
nese peace treaty. They said the 
10-power Far Eastern Commis-~- 
sion was the proper body to 
handle it. Acheson, replying to a 
Vishinsky assertion it should be 
taken up under the Potsdam 
agreement, commented that when 
the Potsdam declaration was 
Signed, Russia was not in the war 
against Japan. 

No Accord on Reich Unity. 

The ministers announced only 
agreement to disagree on German 
political and economic unity, ' at 
least until September, when they 
will discuss a new date and ar- 
rangements for another session, 
The Austrian agreement in prin- 
ciple, in which Russia pulled the 
props from under Yugoslavia’s de- 
mand, is turned over to the depu- 
ties with instructions to try to 
on full agreement by Septem- 

er. 

On the German arrangements, 
an American spokesman said “we 
did not lose any ground nor did 
We gain any.” But the Austrian 
agreement, he said, was a “sub- 
stantial step forward.” 

Ending a conference which be- 
gan May 23, Acheson, Vishinsky, 
British Foreign Secretary Earnest 
Bevin and French Foreign Minis- 
ter Robert Schuman disclosed 
agreement in the communique 
only on a “modus vivendi”—a sort 
of live-and-let-live arrangement for 
Germany. 

The communique said the four 
powers will discuss in September 
during the United Nations Gener- 
al Assembly meeting the date and 
other arrangements for a new sese 
sion of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers on the manifold prob- 
lems of Germany. 

Meanwhile, discussions will con- 
tinue at a lower level among the 
occupation authorities of the four 
zones on problems of divided Ber- 
lin. The authorities will be guided 
in these talks by what has taken 
place at this conference in dis- 
cussing steps to restore normalcy 
in Berlin’s life. 

Understanding on Austria. 

On the Austrian treaty the min- 
isters agreed on these lines: 

1, Austria’s frontiers will re- 
main as of Jan. 1, 1938. This 
means Yugoslav territorial 
claims, at first supported by 
Russia, have been thrown out. 

2. Austria will guarantee the 
rights of the Slovene and Croat 
minorities. 

3. Yugoslavia would have the 
right to “seize, retain or liqui- 
date Austrian property” within 
Yugoslav territory. This means 
Yugoslavia would get no repara- 
tions. 

4. Austria will pay the Soviet 
Union $150,000,000 in “freely con- 
vertible currency.” 

Berlin and Trade Relations. 

' The four ministers said the New 
York agreement of May 4 con- 
tinues in existence. The New York 
agreement was the one under 
which the Soviet blockade of Ber~ 
lin and the western Allied counter- 
blockade were lifted. This would 
mean a guarantee of continued 
Western access to Berlin. 

The statement said each military 
commander would have the re- 
the measures 
necessary insure the normal 
functioning and utilization of rail, 
water and road transport.”

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
Members of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee today said 
they favored writing a new retire- 
ment plan into the military pay 


bill. 
Senator Hunt (Dem.), Wyoming, 


told his colleagues Congress would 
be doing “only half a job” if it 
did not overhaul the military re- 
tirement set-up along with the pay 
scale. 

Senator Chapman (Dem), Ken- 
tucky, told reporters he favored 
including retirement provisions in 
the pay bill. Senator Saltonstall 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, indicated 
he agreed with Chapman and 
Hunt. 

But Chairman Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, said he was not cer- 
tain. He added this would be a 
decision for the full committee to 


make later. 
An advisory committee on serv- 
ice-pay recommended a plan which 


would permit voluntary retire- 
ment at 60 years of age and after 
20 years of service. The present 
law permits retirement upon re- 
quest after 20 years of service 
with no regard to age. 

Inclusion Recommended. 

Charles R. Hook, chairman of 
the advisory group, recommended 
the committee include his group’s 
plan in the pay bill now being 
studied. The House made no re- 
tirement provision in its pay Dill, 
Saying the matter should be han- 
djed in separate legislation. 

Thomas Stevenson, an actuarial 
expert on the Hook committee, 
said Congress “should not stall™ 
any further on the _ retirement 
plan. “It has been given plenty 
of thought already,” he added. 

Stevenson said the bill should 
include provisions for both volun- 
tary and disabilfty retirement. He 
criticized the House bill which 
would allow only 30 per cent of, 
base pay for 30 per cent disa- 
bility. Stevenson said the pay 
should be raised to 50 per cent 
of base pay. 

Maj. Gen. R. E. Nugent, direc- 
tor of Air Force personnel plans, 
testified the House bill would 
Slash more than $12,000,000 out of 
the flight pay of Air Force, Army, 
Navy and Marine, airmen. Most 
of the cut would come out of the 
pay of officers above the rank of 
colonel. 

Airmen who meet certain re- 
quirements now get their base pay 
plus 50 per cent for the hazards of 
flying. The House bill would in- 
crease the base pay but cut back 
the flight pay to a flat $210 a 
month for general officers. The 
average light pay for all ranks 
would be about 37 per cent instead 
of 50 per cent. 

View on Generals. 

Hook recommended the commit- 
tee cut this monthly rate to $100 
a month. He argued that general 
officers are too available in ad- 
ministrative work to be required 
to do hazardous flying to get the 
extra pay. 

Gen. Nugent told the committee 
that 127,318 military personne! now 
are drawing “hazard” pay. This in- 
cludes sailors on submarine duty 
and Army paratroopers. 

The total “hazard” payments 
run to $140,417,608 a year. Under 
the proposed House bill this pay 
would be cut to $127,706,250 a 
year. 

Meanwhile, Senator Fianders 
(Rep.), Vermont, said he would op- 
pose the military pay boost bill 
unless .Congress grants. all other 
Government workers an increase 
at the same time. The Dill has 
been passed by the House. 

Flanders said the bill give “too 
much of a break to the brass.” 
When it reaches the Senate floor, 
he said, he will insist that con- 
sideration also be given to pay 
revisions for about 2,000,000 civil- 
jan Government workers. 

Flanders believes cabinet mem- 
bers should be paid $25,000 a year 
instead of the present $15,000. He 
also wants to lift present ceilings 
of just above $10,000 a year for 
about 250 top Government of- 
ficials to $16,000, $18,000 and 
$20,000. 

_ Report on Defense Cost. 
“Secretary of Defense Johnson 
was reported to have told Sena- 
tors defense spending could be 
trimmed by $750,000,000 in the 12 
months starting July 1. 

Members of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee said John- 
son told them behind closed doors 
that this could be done mainly 
by cutting back the future size of 
the Air Force from the 70 groups 
proposed in Congress to the 48 
urged by President Truman. 

Chairman Elmer Thomas 
({Dem.), Oklahoma, of the sub- 
committee considering the bill has 
said he hoped that at least one 
billion dollars could be trimmed 
from it. 

With the new fiscal year start- 
ing in less than two weeks, Con- 
gress has passed only one of the 
appropriations needed to keep

Text of Decree. 
Text of the Vatican decree fol- 
lows: 
“Recently the opponents of the 
Catholic Church in Czechoslova- 
kia founded a so-called Catholic 
Action by which they tried to 
induce the Catholics of that re- 
public to desert the Catholic 
Church and to deny obedience 
to the legitimate pastors of the 
church. 
“Such ‘action’ (referring to the 
Catholic Action group) is most 
unfair because its patrons did 
not hesitate to compel many by 
force or by fraud to give their 
names, and even dared to list 
and publish among the adherents 
many priests and laymen who 
never gave their adhesion and had 
even expressed their dissent.

RED HECKLING ENDS 
PRELATE’S SERMON

PRAGUE, June 20 (AP)—The 
Communist Government’s security 
police apparently tightened their 
guard on Archbishop Josef Ber- 
an’s palace today while Catholics 
weighed the meaning of organized 
Communist heckling of the prelate 
at Sunday’s cathedral services. 
The heckling drove him from his 
cathedral and prevented him from 
completing his sermon. 
Attempts of many persons to 
talk to the archbishop today were 
foiled by security -police super- 
vising the palace reception desk 
and telephone switchboard. An 
attempt to reach his private secre- 
tary by telephone met a reply from 
the switchboard that “they are ac- 
cepting no phone calls or visitors. 
It could -not be learned whether 
the police had refused them the 
right to see or talk to anyone. 
Forced to Leave Pulpit. 
Shrill Communist interruptions 
of the archbishop’s Corpus Christi 
day sermon in St. Vitus Cathedral 
yesterday brought the long fight 
between Church and state to its 
highest tension. The archbishop, 
resisting Communist efforts to 
control the church and*break the 
spiritual rule of the Vatican over 
Czechoslovakia’s 9,000,000 Catho- 
lics, had to leave the pulpit and 
return to his palate, already un- 
der the eyes of security police. 
“The whistling and jeering broke 
out from demonstrators bunched 
near the altar as the archbishop 
began a denunciation of the Gov- 
ernment’s moves against the 
Church. The rest of the congrega- 
tion, many in tears, burst into a 


ful. 


Numerous Arrests. 

Security police in the square 
which separates the cathedral 
from the archbishop’s residence 
made numerous arrests during 
and after the interrupted services. 
No reason for the arrests could 
be learned. Many persons trying 
to Pea the square were forced to 
produce identity papers. Others 
were turned away on the excuse 
that the cathedral was filled al- 
though this was not the case. 
Thousands of the faithful pressed 
around Archbishop Beran when 
he left—singing, cheering wildly 
and throwing flowers. 
“Long live the archbishop,” they 
cried and were answered by 
shouts of “long live President 
Gottwald,” from groups of young 
Communists. President Gottwald’s 
residence also overlooks the 
square. Police dispersed the rival 
groups of demonstrators. There 
was no violence. . 
There was no way of making 
an accurate count of those ar- 
rested. Several ,temporary police 
headquarters were set up in the 
neighborhood and it was impos- 
sible to determine the fate of the 
people who were marched into 
them. 
The archbishop was interrupted 
in his sermon just as he told the 
congregation the new government- 
sponsored Catholic Action organi- 
zation was not “real Catholic ac- 
tion” and the government-spon- 
sored Catholic newspaper was not 
“a Catholic newspaper.” 
Apparently the hecklers, who 
went into action at this point, 
feared the prelate was starting a 
bristling attack such as the pas- 
torial letter smuggled out of his 
guarded palace Saturday and read 
yesterday in many churches 
throughout the country at morn- 
ing masses. 


“Wolves in Sheeps’ Clothing.” 


This letter told the faithful the 
time for decision had come, and 
denounced Communist opponents 
of the church as “wolves in 
sheeps’ clothing who are at- 
tempting to crush religious free- 
dom.” 

It said the archbishop would 
not tolerate “setting up commis- 
Sars in church institutions and es- 
tablishment of action committees 
in Catholic congregations.” 
Archhjshop Beran said in the 
letter he was loyal to the state 
but could not make peace with 


the Government on the basis of 


“subjugating the Roman Catho- 
lic Church to an ideology which 
is anti-Christian” and of replac- 
ing “christianity with Marxism.” 
He set forth three conditions 
for reaching an agreement with 
the state: 

“1. The Christian philosophy 
must be recognized and re- 
spected in public life and edu- 
cation—by word and deed. 

“2. The Government must rec- 
ognize the religious competency 
of the Roman Pope as the high- 
est head of the church as well 
as the competency of the bish- 
ops obeying the Roman Pope 
according to the valid church 
laws. 2 


“3. All measures endangering 
religious freedom must be abol- 
ished immediately. These are, 
namely, the so-called ‘Gazette 
of Catholic Clergy’ published by 
the Ministry of Education, and 
all the decrees limiting the free- 
dom of congregating which crip- 
ple religious exercises and 
church collections. The church 
administration must not be in- 
terfered with.”

(a) Expansion of trade and de- 
velopment of the financial and 
economic relations between the 
western zones and the eastern 
zone and between Berlin and the 
zones.

(c) Consideration of questions of 
common interest relating to the 
administration of the four sectors 
in Berlin with a view to normal- 
izing, as far as possible, the life 
of the city. 

4. In order to assist in the work 
envisaged in paragraph three the 
respective occupation authorities 
may call upon German experts and 
appropriate German organizations 
in their respective jurisdictions for 
assistance.

10 PASS HOUSE 
SOON, RAYBURN 
TELLS TRUMAN 


Democratic Leaders Say 
Privately They May 
Have to Water Down 
Measure to Get It Ap- 
proved.

WASHINGTON, June 20 (UP)— 
House Speaker Rayburn _ told 
President Truman today he thinks 
the House will pass “a good hous- 
ing bill” by the end of this week. 

Rayburn called on Truman with 
three other leaders of the Demo- 


cratic congressional high com- 
mand in a regular Monday morn- 
ing conference at the White 
House. 

Formal debate is scheduled to 
begin Wednesday in the House 
and the Texas Democrat hopes 
action will be completed by Fri- 
day. 

“I told the President I think 
“there is a good chance for a 
good housing bill,” Rayburn told 
reporters. 

Accompanying Rayburn where 
Vice President Barkley, Senate 
Majority Leader Lucas of Illinois, 
and House Majority Leader Mc- 
Cormack of Massachusetts. 

* Democratic leaders conceded 
privately that they may have to 
water down some features of the 
long-range housing bill in order 
to get it approved. 

Bill by 10 Republicans. 

The latest development on the 
housing front was announcement 
by 10 Republicans in the House 
that they would introduce a sub- 
stitute for the Administration 
measure later this week. 

Its main feature is a provision 
»for “a large program of direct 
loans for those with lower in- 
comes ineligible for public hous- 
ing and liberalization of Federal 
Housing Administration mortgage 
insurance.” 

For the rest, it bears such a 
similarity to the Administration 
measure—including public housing 
and slum clearance provisions — 
that few of the 171 Republicans 
in the House are expected to sup- 
port it, aside from the 10 spon- 
soring it. 

The 10 sponsors are Representa- 
tives Francis P. Bolton, Ohio; 
Clifford P. Case, New Jersey; 
Canfield, New Jersey; Hand, New 
Jersey; Javits, New York; Keat- 
ing, New York; John Davis Lodge, 
Connecticut; Pfeiffer, New York; 
Riehlman, New York, and Tol- 
lefson, Washington.. 

The substitute includes a title 
for “privately owned housing’ for 
families of lower income,” which is 
not included in the administration 
. bill. The 10 said that it: 
“Provides a program of direct 
‘ Government loans to co-operatives, 
limited dividend d redevelop- 
ment companies and nonprofit cor- 
_porations for constructing low-rent 
“housing units for families with in- 
-comes too low to afford private 
‘housing and too high to occupy 
public housing. 

, Lower Rents. 

“Lower rents would be achieved 
-through use of the going federal 
‘Interest rate and an extended pe- 
riod of amortization, and $500,000,- 
- 000 of loan funds are authorized 
for each of six years to build an 
estimated total of 360.000 units.” 

_ Meanwhile, administration lead- 
ers called a mass meeting of all 
the 262 House Democrats for Tues-. 
.day, in an effort to soften an up- 
rising against the bill in Demo- 
cratic ranks. 

President Truman charged Fri- 
day that much of the opposition 
to the measure stems from a “de- 
liberate campaign of misrepresen- 
tation” launched by real estate 
lobbyists. Real estate and build- 
ing spokesmen retorted sharply. 

Reply by Housing Group. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders issued a statement 
which said: | 
_ “Tf there is any lobby guilty of 
- distortion or misrepresentation it 
- Js our opinion that it is the swarm 
of federal and local housing au- 
cores personnel and their agents 
who for many weeks at taxpay-

Singer Delivers Anti-Discrimination Polemic 
at Rally After Ceremony, Defies ‘Any Part 
of an Insolent, Dominating America.’ 


NEW YORK, June 20 (AP)— 
Paul Robeson, addressing a wel- 
come-home rally shortly after see- 
ing his son wed to a white girl, 
declared last night he loves the 
“Soviet people more than any 
other nation.” 

The Negro singer told a Harlem 
audience of 3500 persons that he 
loves the Russians “because of 
their suffering and sacrifices for 
us, the Negro people, the progres- 
sive people, the people of the fu- 
ture of the world.” 

Robeson, just returned from a 
tour of the Soviet Union and sev- 
eral countries of Europe, said he 
would “defy any part of an in- 
solent, dominating America to 
challenge my Americanism.” 

Robeson addressed the _ rally 
after attending the wedding of 
his son, Paul Robeson Jr., 2l-year- 
old electrical engineer, to Miss 
Marilyn Paula Greenberg, 21. 
Young Robeson, only child of 
the baritone and his wife, met his 
bride at Cornell University where 
he starred on the football and 
track teams. 

Crowd Gathers Outside. 
They were married by a Con- 
gregational clergyman in an apart- 
ment house. A crowd of several 
hundred persons gathered outside. 
Some in the crowd booed as the 
wedding party left the building. 
The press was not admitted to the 
ceremony. 

The elder Robeson told news- 
paper men “this marriage would 
not have caused any excitement 
in the Soviet Union.” To a group 
of photographers, he said: “I have 
the greatest contempt for the 
democratic press, and there is 
something within me which keeps 
me from breaking your cameras 
over your heads.” 

His wife previously had said 
that their son and his bride had 
been “in love for years” and that 
her new daughter-in-law is “a 
darling.” 

Trs bride’s mother, Mrs. Rae 
Greenberg, ef Forest Hills, Queens, 
attended the wedding. Her father 
was not present. 

The bride, who majored in psy- 
chology at Cornell, has been ac- 
tive in the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People and the American Youth 
for Democracy. The latter organ- 
ization is listed by the attorney 
general as subversive. 

Attack on Discrimination. 

At the Harlem rally, the elder 
Robeson delivered an attack on 
discrimination. 

Noting that he was “born and 
bred in this America of ours,” he 
declared: 

“I want to love it. I love a part 
of it. But it’s up to the rest of 
America when I shall love it with 
the’same intensity that I love the 
Negro people from whom LI spring 


—in the way that I love progres- 
sives in the Carribean, the black 
and Indian peoples of South and 
Central America, the peoples of 
China and Southeast Asia—yes, 
suffering people the world over— 
in the way that I deeply and in- 
tensely love the Soviet people. 
That burden of proof rests upon 
America.” 

The Harlem rally was sponsored 
by the Council of African Affairs, 
a group also listed by Attorney 
General Tom Clark as subversive. 

The elder Robeson said he had 
experienced discrimination as a 
youth, and declared: 

“TIT never accepted an inferior 
role because of my race or color, 
and by God I never will.” 


Repeats Paris Statement. 
Robeson told the crowd that in 


| Paris he had said “it was unthink- 


able the Negro people of Ameri- 
ca or anywhere else in the world 
could be drawn into war with the 
Soviet Union.” 

“I repeat it with hundredfold 
emphasis. They will not,” he de- 
clared. 

(Several Negro leaders, includ- 
ing Walter White, secretary of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, pre- 
viously had repudiated Robeson’s 
statement.) 


He said the Negro people would 
not accept public recognition of 1 
per cent of their people while the 
other 14,000,000 suffered injustice. 


“It must be a question of ap- 
preciation for all Negroes,” he 
said. “It can no longer be a ques- 
tion of an Anderson, a Carver, a 
Robinson, a Jackson or a Robeson. 
It must be a question of well-be- 
ing and opportunities, not for a 
few, but for all this great Negro 
people of which I am a part.” 

(Marian Anderson ,is a noted 
contralto; George Washington 
Carver was a famed Negro sci- 
entist; Jackie Robinson, of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, was the first 
Negro to play major league base- 
ball; Levi Jackson became the 
first Negro elected captain of the 
Yale football team and the first 
admitted to one of Yale’s senior 
secret societies.) 

The elder Robesow was an All- 
America end on the Rutgers Uni- 
versity football team in the 1920s, 

Word “Obey” Omitted. 

The clergyman who performed 
the marriage, the Rev. John Whit- 
}tier Darr Jr., holds no church pas- 
torate but performs social service 
work in the Congregational 
Church, 

The word “obey” was omitted 
from the ceremony, the Rev. Mr. 
Darr said, explaining it was not 
unusual. Asked if he had any 
comment on the marriage, the Rev. 
Mr. Darr replied: 

“We are all brothers under God.”

Robeson Asserts He Loves Soviet

A roadhouse speakeasy oper- 
ated in dry Wayne county, IIL, 
by relatives of the notorious Shel- 
ton brothers of southern Illinois, 
which was bombed early yester- 
day following a liquor raid, was 
the scene last night of a fire 
which virtually completed de- 
struction of the establishment. 
No one was injured in the bomb- 
ing and fire. 

The operators of the resort, au- 
thorities said, were Guy Penning- 
ton, “brother-in-law. of the three 
gangster Shelton brothers, and 
Pennington’s uncle, Taylor Pen- 
nington. 

Early yesterday, a dynamite or 
nitroglycerine blast ripped out 
three walls in the two buildings 
of the roadhouse and shattered 
windows. No one was in the place 
at the time. Four employes had 
been arrested several hours ear- 
lier in the liquor raid, and were 
in custody of authorities. There 
was no estimate of the damage. 

Last night, one of the damaged 
buildings burst into flames, and 
was destroyed. Sheriff Hal Brad- 
shaw said the explosion and the 
fire apparently were separate in- 
cidents. He pointed out that hun- 
dreds of persons visited the explo- 
sion scene yesterday, and there 
was no evidence of fire until 9 
o’clock last night, when the frame 
building burst into flames. 

Residents Reported Angry. 

“The public didn’t want that 
roadhouse to operate in defiance 
of the law,” the sheriff observed. 
“The people were sore about it, 
and it looks as if someone de- 
cided to put the place out of busi- 
ness in his own way,” Bradshaw 
added. 

The sheriff discounted sugges- 
tions that the roadhouse attack 
may have stemmed from recent 
ill feeling among “Big Earl” 
Shelton, last of the three gang- 
ster brothers, and his sister and 
brother-in-law, Lulu and Guy Pen- 
nington., . 

“Big Earl,” shot and wounded 
seriously in an assassination at- 
tempt last month, is reported to 
have suspected that the Penning- 
tons worked secretly with the 
“dry” forces in a “wet-dry” county 
election several months ago. The 
“drys” won, a circumstance which 
reputedly pleased the Penningtons, 
who feared that a return of liquor 
would affect their bootlegging 
business. “Big, Earl,” on the other 
hand, had planned to open sev- 
eral taverns in the county if the 
“wets” had been successful. 

At 11 o’clock Saturday night 
Sheriff Bradshaw and State’s At- 
torney Gerald .Mayberry raided 
the rvadhouse and seized a quan- 
tity of liquor. The sheriff said 
the raid was conducted with a 
search warrant sworn out by “a 
citizen.” The authorities arrested 
two men, Emerald Cates and An- 
drew Carter, of Belleville, and two 
women, Edith Watkins of Mount 
Vernon and Seva Belle Meredith, 
Belleville. All were described as 
employes of the place. 

The authorities then moved on 
to the home of Ogie Pennington, 
brother of Guy, and arrested a 
man identified as George O’Brien, 
after seizing liquor. There were 
no Penningtons at either establish- 
ment when the raids were made. 

Warrants charging the three 
men and Miss Watkins with dry 
law violations were issued by 
Mayberry. A morals charge was 
placed against Miss Meredith. 


Bond was set at $2000 each. 


In their investigation of the 
bombing, authorities recalled that 
a quantity of nitroglycerine was 
reported stolen from an oil well 
supply firm here last month. 

Pamphlets by Dry Forces. 

Dry forces distributed pamphlets 
in the recent “wet-dry” fight, 
linking the Shelton and Penning- 
ton factioms on the “wet” side. 
Members of the two families were 
described in  uncomplimentary 
terms, and citizens were urged to 
“vote dry and protect Wayne 
county from the gang.” The Fair- 
field Civic League was formed to 
encourage law enforcement, and 
citizens made several trips to 
Springfield to complain about the 
lack of strict enforcement. 

“Big Earl” Shelton was shot in 
the back by a gunman who fired 
through a window of Shelton’s 
“Farmers’ ‘Club” gambling house, 
on the _ Fairfield courthouse 
Square, May 24. After several 
weeks in the hospital “Big Earl”

GUARD BUILDINGS 
AT LAMBERT FIELD 


Headquarters Costing 
Millions Depends on 
City Granting Long 
Lease on 40 Acres. 


Plans for construction by the 
Federal Government of a Missouri 
Air National Guard headquarters 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, con- 
tingent on the city granting a 
long-term lease for 40 acres of 
undeveloped airport land, were 
plea by Na- 
tional Guard officers that the city 
grant the lease. 

In communications with Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst and city officials, 
National Guard officers reported 
that a construction fund of $500,- 
000 from federal funds will be 
available next year for a new 
headquarters, near the junction 
of New Airport road and Brown 
road. The balance of the program, 
running to several millions, would 
be budgeted over five years, Guard 
officers reported. 

The proposed lease, Guard offi- 
cers said, will assure retention in 
St. Louis of the Seventy-first 
Fighter Wing and more than 10 
subordinate units, which at pres- 
ent are divided between Lambert 
Field and Jefferson Barracks. The 
lack of a central headquarters is 
described as an inefficient and un- 
satisfactory arrangement, which 
24 other cities in Missouri and 
neighboring states are offering to 
remedy, if the heagquarters was 
moved to one of those cities. 

Headquarters buildings planned 
by the Government for Guard use 
“will be of a type to enhance the 
general valuation of the airport 
property,” a letter to Mayor Darst 
stated. “If the new facilities are 
provided, the present National 
Guard hangar will be returned to 
the city and a new contract would 
be negotiated to assure the city 
an income of $6000 a year from 
the Guard as compensation for 
=— use of the airport facili- 

es. 

The Seventy-first Fighter Wing 
is one of 12 such headquarters 
within the United States, and was 
the first to be organized following 
World War II, Purpose of the 
headquarters is the’ air defense of 
a large section of the upper Mis- 
sissippi valley in the event of an 
attack. The present strength of 
local units of the Wing is 1250 
men, which is to be increased to 
1550. The annual payroll of Wing 
personnel exceeds $500,000, it was 
stated. 

City officials are studying the 
request for a 25-year lease, at $1 
a year, on the 40 acres of land 
the Guard wants.

syp trial that Valentin A. Gubit- 
chev never asked her “for any- 
thing at all” and that she never 


gave him any information con- 
cerning the internal security of 
the United States. 


Miss Coplon said her relation- 
ship with Gubitchev, her married 
Russian friend, was “definitely” 
and “strictly” on a personal basis 
—as a man and a maid. 

The suspended Justice Depart- 
ment analyst is accused of giving 
Gubitchev secret Federal Bureau 
of Investigation information for 
relay to Russia. 

The Barnard College honor 
graduate, beginning her third day 
of defense testimony, said that 
after Gubitchev told her for the 
first time on Jan. 14 that he was 
married he asked is he could tele- 
phone her. 

“T said I don’t think so,” Miss 
Coplon related. “He put his hands 
to his head as if to say, ‘My 
gosh’.” 

Kept Date With Him. 

Miss Coplon said that he did 
telephone her and that she kept 
a date with him in upper Manhat- 
tan on Feb. 18. She said that he 
stepped up to her on upper 
Broadway before she saw him.

She and Gubitchev, an engineer 


assigned to the United Nations 


organization, were arrested March 
4 in New York. They are awaiting 
trial there for espionage conspir- 
acy charge.. 

An Authority on Milton. 

Miss Coplon testified that dur- 
ing her acquaintanceship with 
Gubitchev she “was amazed to 
find” that he was an authority on 
the English poet Milton and that 
he particularly liked the works of 
Shakespeare and Shelley. 

Miss Coplon testified that she 
“never wanted to see him again” 
after he told her he was married. 

Miss Coplon testified that she 
received a variety of “assign- 
ments” from her chief, William E. 
Foley of the Foreign Agents Reg- 
istration section. She said she 
was surprised during an office 
conference the last week in Janu- 
ary when Foley pulled open a file 
drawer used by her to keep an 
overflow of internal security re- 
ports. 

“Well,” she quoted Foley as say- 
ing, “this is one drawer you won’t 
be using—you’re being taken off 
internal security work.” 

She said her chief made the 
comment in a “sadistic way.” 

Miss Coplon said she made “data 
slips” of some of the internal se- 
curity work previously and kept 
them in her desk merely as a 
“method of conducting her work.” 

“T never had the audacity to 
mark up FBI reports,” she said. 

She said that Foley had given 
her “specific instructions that I 
could see certain types of re- 
ports.” 

“It’s absurd to think I could 
have done ‘anything’ surrepti- 
tiously,” she added. 

Miss Coplon said Foley once 
told her that the FBI had “pre- 
pared a list of individuals who 
should be put in custodial deten- 
tion in event of war of this coun- 
try with Russia.” 

She said Foley complained to 
her that Alexander Campbell, as- 
sistant attorney general in charge 
of the criminal division, was 
“rather lax” in the way in which 
he transmitted this list within the 
denartment. 

She said she “now thinks” this 
was more: “decoy” information 
which she said Foley was at- 
tempting to plant with her. 

Meanwhile, a considerable flurry 
continued over disclosure in court 
of some of the secret FBI docu- 
ments, over Government objec- 
tions. Some of the reports metri- 
tioned prominent persons as being 
connected with Communist activi- 
ties. The information was present- 
ed without any evaluation by the 
FBI, and it brought sharp criti- 
cism and denials. 

Explanation by Judge Reeves. 

Judge Albert L. Reeves of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., said in an interview 
over the weekend that he decided 
to admit the papers as evidence 
because he could not bar material 
which might have a bearing on 
the case. American justice is on 
trail in the Coplon case, as well 
as Miss Coplon, he said. 

He added that if he had barred 
the reports on which the prosecu- 
tion was basing some of its case, 
the Russians could have said he 
was drawing the iron curtain. 

Introduction of the unsubstanti- 
ated FBI reports led the National 
Lawyers’ Guild yesterday to urge 
a presidential investigation of the 
FBI's “operations and methods.” 
Clifford J. Durr, president of the 
guild, said “a serious question 
arises whether the FBI possesses 
any legal authority to make in- 
vestigations of the character dis- 
closed by the reports.”

The city asked 
that it be éxtended to university 
students, “many of whom are vet- 
erans,” and that it be made usable 
on Saturday and Sunday by pay- 
ment on those days of 5 cents for 
each ride taken. 

The Public Servige Co. has in- 
cluded in its application to the 
commission a plan for a 20-cent 
round-trip for adults in the Mon- 
day-Friday period between the 
morning and evening rushes, also 
additional 15-cent express bus 
lines. 

In a previous application early 
this year the company sought to 
retain the weekly p&ss, but in- 
crease its price from $1.50 to $1.75, 
and to increase the cash fare 


the city urged that the pass price 
be held at $1.50 but with a limit 
of 15 rides for that sum and a 
charge of 5 cents for each addi- 
tional ride. Such a plan would 
have involved operating difficul- 
ties in punching passes to check 
the number of rides.

The con- 
viction was based on monopolistic 
practices in purchase of petroleum 
products, busses and tires for the 
subsidiaries of National City Lines. 

“We are not in a position to 
say,” Crowe explained, “these 
practices have resulted in addi- 
tional operational costs to the 
Public Service Co. We do know 
that competitive bidding invariably 
results in lower prices.” 

Downtown St. Louis business in- 
terests have complained about the 
elimination of passes and the zone 
fare proposal. The Associated Re- 
tailers have retained a specialist, 
who is expected to help the city 
in its opposition. 

The company has planned to 
take about two days for presen- 
tation of its affirmative case. It 
will offer numerous | statistical 
and fact exhibits in support of 
its contention that it is losing 
money and in favor of the fare 
scheduled it has proposed. These 
exhibits will include the reports 
on results under the first 90 days 
of operation with the existing 
fare schedule and on an investi- 


gation of zone fares and other 
plans in other cities, which were 
made public recently. 

In addition to the aggregate re- 
quested fare increase, at the 
maximum of about $3,780,000, the 
company has said it would have 
to adopt operating ecanomies of 
about $700,000 a year. It has said 
this would be done by cutting 
down “unnecessary” mileage of 
busses and streecars in non-peak 
periods. That means, in effect, 
less service in the middle of the 
day and at night. 

By the company’s own figures, 
its requested fares would produce 
an earning of about $2,250,000 a 
year for the stock, after payment 
of interest on debt. That would 
be about $1.51 annually per share 
of the stock, which has a nominal 
par value of 50 cents and has 
been selling on the market re- 
cently at about $4. 

However, the company has said 
it wanted to use an average of 
$800,000 a year in earnings for 
the next five years to help pro- 
vide cash to keep up its improve- 
ment program. Hence, the com- 
pany asserts the sum available 
for dividends and contingencies 
would be only $1,450,000.

The proposal to create a Wel- 


fare Department provides that it 
take over the duties now admini- 
stered by Federal Security Ad- 
minsistrator Oscar Ewing. Ewing, 
if he then holds the job, would 
become a Cabinet member as Sec- 
retary of Welfare. 

An Under Secretary and three 
Assistant Secretaries of Welfare 
would be created, and the Office 
of Federal Security Administra- 
tor would be abolished. 

Effects of Other Plans. 

In greater detail, the other five 
reorganization plans would: 

1, Transfer the Bureau of 


Employment Security, now in 
FSA, to the Department of 
Labor. The bureau deals with 
unemployment insurance and 
job placement. This plan trans- 
fers also to Labor the functions 
of the Veterans’ Placement 
Service Board and abolishes 
that board. 

2. Empower the Postmaster 
General to reorganize the Post 
Office. He would take over 
authority now lodged in subor- 
dinate officers and agencies of 
the department. This plan sets 
up an advisory board for the 
department, made up of the 
Postmaster Generdl, a neWly 
created deputy, and seven mem- 
bers representing the public. 
The idea is to bring the agency 
in closer touch with public 
needs. The plan provides for 
four Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
erals but drops the designations 
“first,” “second” and so on. It 
abolishes the offices of Postal 
Controller, Purchasing Agent 
and Bureau of Accounts. 

3. Transfer the National Se- 
curity Council and the National 
Security Resources Board to 
the executive office of the Pres- 
ident. These agencies now re- 
port to the President but are 
more like independent agencies 
than parts of his staff. 

4. Make the chairman of the 
United States Civil Service Com- 
mission the boss of all its ex- 
ecutive and administrative af- 
fairs, while leaving policy ques- 
tions to the bipartisan three- 
member commission. 

5..Make the chairman the 
chief executive and administra- 
tive officer of the Maritime 
Commission. He would take re- 
sponsibility for appointment of 
its personnel and the direction 
of their activities. :

20 (AP)—Health authorities moved 
into the flood-stricken Shenan- 
doah and Potomac river valleys to- 
day to avert any threat of typhoid 
from polluted water. 

The danger of disease was the 
aftermath of flash floods that 


struck in Petersburg and Moore- 
field, W. Va. and Bridgewater, 
Va., over the weekend, killing at 
feast nine persons. 

Still unaccounted for were about 
12 others in the area. Officials 
directing the operations said, how- 
ever, that they probably are alive 
but ‘unable to communicate with 
rescuers. 

Sheriff C. L. Pratt said damage 
from the flood may run into sev- 
era] millions. Estimates vary on 
the number foroed from their 
homes. James Breathed, local Red 
Cross disaster chairman, said 
about 300 are depending on the 
Red Cross for meals. Drinking 
water in Petersburg and other 
communities hit by the floods has 
been polluted, and health officials 
are starting innoculations.

diplomatic relations with any 
“truly friendly” foreign state, the 
Communist New China News 
Agency said yesterday. 

The agency reported a speech 
by Mao at the opening of a pre- 
paratory session in Peiping of 
the “Political Consulative Confer- 
ence.” Mao said the conference 
will proclaim the new state, which 
will be governed by a coalition of 
leftwing groups, and elect its Gov- 
ernment. 

Mao was quoted as saying that 
the “new China” would be willing 
to establish diplomatic relations 
with any foreign nation which 
would boycott the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment and “adopt a truly 
friendly attitude toward the Chi- 
nese people.” He did not indicate 
how soon the conference would be 
ready to go to work. *

WASHINGTON, June 20. 


XTENSIVE industrial development of the South is the “one sure 
way” in which per capita income in that 13-state area can be 
raised to the national level, according to a detailed report trans- 


mitted to the President’s Council of Economic AdVisers today. by the 


National Planning Association. 


‘The report, entitled “The Im- 
pact of Federal Policies on the 
Economy of the South,” comes to 
grips with basic economic prob- 
lems of Dixieland in 154 pages of 
careful analyses, discussion and 
recommendations. It was written 
by Dr. Calvin B. Hoover and Dr. 
B. U. Ratchford of the economics 
department of Duke University. 

Hoover is director of research 
of the National Planning Associ- 
ation’s Committee of the South, 
and the work was compiled in con- 
sultation with other members of 
this committee, many 6f whom 
are Southerners. The- study was 
undertaken at the request of the 


Council of Economic Advisers, as 
an integral part of its continuing 
surveillance of the nation’s econ- 
omy as a whole. 

Although decisions to establish 
new industries in the South or to 
expand existing ones cannot be 
made by the Federal Government, 
the report points out, there is 
nevertheless much. that the Gov- 
ernment can do to accelerate in- 
dustrial development below the 
Mason and Dixon line. 

Two Proposals, 

Two direct methods are pro- 
posed: (1) The authority of the 
Government can and should be 
used to insure an appropriate al- 
location of defense industries in 
the South (2) the Federal Govern- 
ment should provide financial aid 
for regional research centers and 
graduate technical schools, and 
for fellowships for study and re- 
search in industrial engineering, 
industrial management, chemistry 
and physics. 

In addition, it was noted, federal 
policies on minimum wages, in- 
ternational trade, full employment, 
fiscal problems, aid to education 
and similar subjects will have a 
definite effect on the expansion 
of Southern industry, serving to 
expand or retard it. 


1. Rejection by the authors of 
. the contention in some quarters 
that high wages made possible 
by New Deal labor legislation 
have slowed the South’s indus- 
trial expansion; Southern 
dustrialists have made greater 
profits since 1933 and therefore 
could pay higher wages “with- 
ouf serious difficulty.” 

2. Some increase in minimum 
wages in the South could take 
place without producing unem- 
ployment -if present levels of. 
business activity continue and 
price levels remain relatively 
unchanged. 

“8, The report recommends ex- 

pansion of the South’s develop- 
ment of natural resources, and 
pafticularly .suggests a major 
study to determine the feasi- 
bNity of establishing other wa- 
ter-power projects like the Ten- 
nessee.

Much Remains to Be Done. 
“Although the South has made 

substantial progress in overcoming 
the economic lag behind the rest 
of the country in the past 20 
years, much remains to be done,” 
the report said. ‘“‘The fundamental 
means by which the economic lag 
of the South can be overcome is 
through the increase in productiv- 


In connection with capital in- 
vestment, the report termed 
“sreatly exaggerated” the s0- 
called evils of absentee owner- 
ship. The South, it emphasized, 
needs far more industrial invest- 


ment and industrial know-how 
“from whatever source available.” 
In many instances, it said, new 
industrial employment opportuni- 
ties have been opened up by new 
plants with absentee owners 
which otherwise would have been 


unavailable. 

Rough Estimate on Money. 

The authors, while making clear 
that no accurate estimate can be 
made of the amount of money 
needed to overcome the economic 
lag of the South, made a rough 
estimate that the area would need 
capital investments totaling four 
or five billion dollars to “catch 
up” with the rest of the nation 
industrially. Even this estimate 
is based on a year like 1948, when 
prices and physical expansion 
were at peak levels. 

Such capital funds would have 
to come chiefly from large na- 
tional corporations outside the 
South, the report stated, and the 
extent of investment from these 
sources will be affected by fed- 
eral tax policy on profits and re- 
serves. Southern firms could also 
obtain capital funds by borrowing 
from the North. But the great 
mass of small and medium-sized 
Southern companies will have to 
depend on local financing, the re- 
port said. i 

The authors further suggest an 
intensive, thorough survey in the 
South to determine the legitimate 
need for business capital funds 
and the resources to meet those 
needs. 

Meanwhile, the report suggests 
it would be helpful particularly to 
the South if the Federal Govern- 
ment would extend deposit insur- 

ce on a national scale to cover 
100 per cent of all deposits. 

“With over a billion dollars of 
resources at its command,” the 
report stated, “the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation is 
now strong enough to assume this 
added risk.” 

It recommended also that the 
Treasury Department be _ in- 
structed to watch the regional 
flow of funds in any future peri- 
od of financial tension; if it is 
found that there is any definite 
tendency for funds to leave any 
one region, Treasury deposits 
should be moved to counteract the 


flow. 
Other Main Points in Report. 
- Other highlights of the report: 


ity and value of output of South- 
ern industry and agriculture, 

“This means that the South 
must have more industry and the 
kind of industry in which the 
value of output per worker is 
higher. It means an agriculture of 
fewer uneconomically small farms, 
and of more medium-sized farms 
employing fewer people with larg- 
er output per capita and with 
greater diversification of crops.” 

Fortunately, the report pointed 
out, such trends in industry and 
agriculture already exist in the 
South. Through their operation, it 
said, the per capita income in the 
South has increased more rapidly 
than for the country as a whole 
in the last 15 years. 

Farm Income Support Proposed. 

A farm income support program 
is suggested that is roughly com- 
parable to the plan recently ad- 
vanced by Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan. But, on the whole, great- 
er income in industry and agricul- 
ture must be achieved by private 
individuals and by corporations, 
rather than through any direct ac- 
tion by the Government, the report 
stresses. It is further noted that, 
if full employment for the nation 
as a whole is not maintained, it 
will be virtually impossible to 
carrying out an effective program 
for the economic progress of the 
South. 

Discounted in the report are 
many arguments heretofore used to 
explain the backwardness of the 
South—including the protective 
tariff imposed by the North on 
the South, higher freight rates in 
the South, and wage differentials 
between the South and the rest 
of the country. 

The report is hailed by the 
Planning Association as the “first 
study of its kind,” bringing feder- 
al policies into focus with the 
problems of the South. It is onty 
the most recent, however, of a 
series of exhaustive analyses of 
the South. It is recalled that one 
of the most definitive works on 
the subject was compiled in 1936 
by Prof. Howard W. Odum of the 
University of North Carolina for 
the Social Science Research Coun- 
cil. Entitled “Southern Regions” 
and reported in the Post-Dispatch 
at the time by Raymond’ P. 
Brandt, that report also expertly 
analyzed the nation’s No. 1 geo- 
graphical problem. It warned that 
the South would become an “ex- 
hausted colony” unless economic 
and social trends were changed.

Jackson’s charge of “improper 
procedure” was raised in connec- 
tion with earlier cases when 
neither Black nor Douglas brought 
up the corporation question.

Jackson observed that the 
views first were presented by 
“one Justice” (Black) on Jan. 31, 
1938, a few months after Black 
ascended the bench. 

“But,” Jackson said sarcas- 
tically, “the challenge did not 
commend itself, even to such con- 
sistent liberals as Mr. Justice 
Brandeis and Mr. Justice Stone, 
and I had supposed it was no 
longer pressed.” 

He then referred to another 
opinion by “the same Justice” in 
1945, when Black apparently did 
not present the same point in an 
opinion, although Jackson said it 
was an occasion when he might 
have done so, : 

The issue which revived ‘the 
feud was whether corporations 
are “persons” within the meaning 
of the Fourteenth Amendment 
and are entitled to protection of 
“due process” of law. 

The Supreme Court first ruled 
in 1886 that corporations were 
covered as “persons.” It since 
has clung consistently to that 
view and did so again in today’s 
ruling. : 

Douglas, in his dissent today, 
said, the Fourteenth Amendment 
originally was intended to pro- 
tect “human beings.” 


In another action today the 
court split 5 to 4 in upholding the 
legality of a 1940 law giving Dis- 
trict of Columbia residents the 
right to sue and be sued in federal 
courts outside Washington, D. C. 

The justices used about 26,000 
words in expounding their varying 
views on the act designed to over- 
coMe an 1804 Supreme Court de- 
cision. 

This prompted Justice Jackson, 
who delivered the majority opin- 
ion, to quip from the bench: “That 
is the judgment of the coug.

A recent example was the statement made by 
Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins to the Illinois 
Legislature’s subversive activities commission 
when it undertook to “investigate” the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Now comes an equally splendid 
statement of Harvard’s long devotion to academic 
freedom and civil rights. 

The statement, part of which appears under 
the cartoon today, was made at the request of 
President Conant by Grenville Clark, a member 
of the university’s governing board. It is a reply 
to a former student who had decided not to con- 
tribute to the school’s support because two fac- 
ulty members had participated in meetings which 
he regarded as subversive. He also urged that 
Harvard curtail the activities of its faculty. 

Mr. Clark indignantly asserts that Harvard 
would violate its greatest tradition if it took 
such advice. The university believes with Jus- 
tice Holmes in the “free trade of ideas.” Only 
free professors can educate free men. And with- 
out them, a free government becomes impossible. 
Harvard is not afraid of heresy. It will not stamp 
out free expression lest, in doing so, it suppress 
the truth. : 

So far as teachers are concerned, the case was 
ably stated 30 years ago by former President 
Lowell. He said:- é' 

To impose upon the teacher in a univer- 
sity restrictipns to which the members of 
other professions, lawyers, physicians, en- 
gineers, and so forth, are not subjected, 
would produce a sense of irritation and 
humiliation. In accepting a chair under 
such conditions a man would surrender a 
part of his liberty; what he might say would 
be submitted to the censorship of a board of 
trustees, and he would cease to be a free 
citizen. The lawyer, physician, or engineer 
may express his views as he likes on the- 
subject of the protective tariff; shall the 
professor of astronomy not be free to do the 
same? Such a policy would tend seriously 
to discourage some of the best men from 
taking up the scholar’s life. It is not a 
question of academic freedom, but of per- 
sonal liberty from constraint. ... 

Only one thing needs to be emphasized. It is 
that academic freedom is not a special privilege 
reserved for teachers, but that.it is, rather, a 
result of those basic freedoms which are the 
heritage of every American. A man does not 
enjoy freedom of expression because he is a 
teacher, but because he is a citizen.

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A Toast to the School Board 

Now that it comes out that the Board of Edu- 
cation has been having cocktails, highballs, etc. 
at its regular dinners before meetings, and 
charging it up to school funds all these years 
(except for a dry interval when the Rev. Dr. C. 
Oscar Johnson was its president), we think it’s 
worth remarking that the Board certainly knows 
how to hold the taxpayers’ liquor. 

With some school boards, we have no doubt, 
there would be a member or members who 
would get too much from time to time and make 
a scene with some such remark as “I move 
that we declare this meeting open—hic—to the 
public.” There have been no untoward incidents 
of the sort, or if there have, they have been 
quietly smoothed over. 

The school children, we know, will not be- 
grudge the school funds spent on drinks for 
board members. Nor will teachers ba so short- 
sighted as to harbor the thought that the money 
could be better spent on, their salaries. To pupils 
and teachers alike, it will be an inspiration that 
their board, no matter how many free drinks 
have gone around, always keeps a clear head to 
transacting the public’s business before letting 
the public in. 
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Service Pay Bill in Danger 

A major military bill, proposing pay increases 
for all members of the armed forces, has run 
into difficulties in the Senate. Rejected four 
weeks ago in the House, it was passed with fly- 
ing colors last week after extensive downward 
adjustments in the pay levels, 

The House group of former GIs who scuttled 
the first measure, because they felt it gave the 
“brass” too much, seemed well pleased with the 
revised scale of pay in the new bill. Under 
this scale, the private, who would have been left 
at his present $80 a month under the old bill, 
would get a $2.50 or 3 per cent increase. Briga- 
dier generals and rear admirals, who would have 
received an increase of $353 or 49 per cent under 
the first bill would get 18 per cent or $135 more 
under the new proposal. 

Senator Flanders, one of the leaders of the op- 
position, now declares that if the armed forces 
receive an increase in pay, so should all all 
other Government employes. Perhaps he does 
not know that since 1908, when the last compre- 
liensive adjustment was made, general officers’ 
pay has gone up only 10 per cent. Most Gov- 
ernment employes have received pay hikes far 
greater than that. 

If the armed services are to have good leader- 
ship on which all depends in time of war, they 
must pay for it. Gen. Bradley himself has point- 
ed out that at present rates of pay the Army 
is in danger of second-class leadership. The new 
scale would cost but $300,000,000 more annual- 
ly., The services can find many other places 
to save that amount where it would not in any 
way endanger the national security. | 
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Victims of the Legislature 

The Missouri Legislature has its sights set on 
winning at least one distinction this session, the 
distinction of being the worst of all possible leg- 
islatures within recent memory. As usual those 
Missourians who are going to suffer most are 
those who most need the help of the Legisla- 
lature and those who are least able to make 
their needs known—the indigent and the chil- 
dren and the insane. a 

King Politics commands that a Missourian 65 


years old should get a pension averaging $42 a 


month, while a Missourian 63 years old incapaci- 
tated by a stroke should get only $10.07 a month. 
Thus far, no legislator has offered to tell Mis- 
souri’s indigent where they can find a grocery 
which will supply them with enough food for 
a month for that disgraceful pittance of $10.07.

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Mr. Byrnes Into the Open 

There can be no question as to former Secre- 
tary Byrnes’ point that the “first line of de- 
fense” of this country “is a sound, solvent econ- 
omy.” He also is justified in calling for rea- 
sonable reductions in proposed appropriations, 
particularly if he makes certain to mean in part 
at least that which is excessive in the military 
and departmental requirements. 

Mr. Byrnes, however, would apparently turn 


the clock far back: in the matter of the services - 
which the Federal Government performs for 


the American people. In sounding -the alarm 
that “we are going down the road to statism,” 
he not only disavows President Truman’s Fair 
Deal, but in effect repudiates Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s New Deal. 

Mr. Byrnes, as a Senator in the Roosevelt days, 
was a leader in the enactment of many Admin- 
istration measures. His role was to win South- 
ern support for bills to which the reactionaries 
of his region were opposed. What he says now, 
in his address at Washington and Lee University, 
does not indicate so much that he has changed 
his mind, as it makes more clear what his gen- 
eral convictions have been all along. 

The welfare state which he fears is not to be 
headed off by blasts against it. If it comes, it 
will be because private enterprise did not see fit 
—or find the way—to provide the welfare serv- 
ices, such as security in employment and ade- 
quate health care, which people require in this 
day and age. 

Opponents of the welfare state, therefore, 
would be more convincing if they directed a 
share of their criticism to those in industry and 
management whose social delinquencies have 
caused the Federal Government to take on more 
and more of these responsibilities. 

Mr. Byrnes, who took a seat on the Supreme 
Court in recognition of Kis party work in the 
Senate, should know this as well as anyone. 
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Boss Binaggio’s Cigarette Tax 

At first glance, one of the more puzzling de- 
velopments on the Jefferson City front is the 
campaign of Charles Binaggio, North Side Kan- 
sas City boss and representative of the Canone 
syndicate, for a two-cent county cigarette tax. 

Why should Binaggio, whose interests run in 
the direction of horse-race gambling, be inter- 
ested in a cigarette tax? 

Binaggio, the purveyor of betting information, 
actually may be against such a tax. But it’s an- 
other story with Binaggio, the rising political 
power. If his organization has any plans for 
taking over the city hall in Kansas City, if it 
has its eyes on power in Jackson County, in the 
Legislature and beyond, it will need a*war chest. 
And a cigarette tax affords opportunities for the 
kind of boodle which quickly fills campaign 
coffers. 

There have been signs enough of Binaggio’s 
ambitions. It’s as simple as that. 
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Something New in Lobbying 

In trying to make sure that the Congress will 
pass the Administration’s housing legislation, 
Senator McGrath—as chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee—has sought to turn 
his party’s precinct organization into a counter- 
lobby. 

With House members especially listening to 
the real estate lobby’s selfish objections to the 
housing bill, McGrath has asked that all Demo- 
cratic precinct workers go out and tell the truth 
about the measure. They are also asked to urge 
the voters to put pressure on their representa- 
tives for the adoption of this important part of 
President Truman’s Fair Deal program. 

This campaign of Senator McGrath’s is, to 
say the least, novel. Of course, party workers 
in the past have pointed to the record and to 
the platform, but as a rule only ‘in the pre-elec- 
tion campaign as part of the more immediate 
business of getting votes. It is impossible to 
recall at the moment any other instance of set- 
ting the party machinery to work between elec- 
tions on behalf of a single piece of legislation. 

Whether it will work remains to be seen. There 
are Democrats who see the issue through the 
eyes of the real estate crowd. They will not be 
of much help to Senator McGrath. He probably 
is aware of this, and is willing to separate the 
sheep from the goats. If carried on to other is- 
sues, this device certainly would make the party 
more single-minded. It would solidify the or- 
ganization behind issues-as. well as behind can- 
didates. ' 

But it would produce an organization far dif- 
ferent from what the Democratic party—or the 
Republican, for that matter—has been so ‘far. 
With its Southern and Northern wings, its rurals 
adherents and its city. supporters, the party has 
always been a loose coalition. About all that 
could be said for it at many times was that its” 
members had more in common with each other 
than with their political adversaries. 

So doubts arise about the McGrath technique 
for the long run. It might, however, work well 
enough in this instance. If so, the real estate

President Conant received from Fr B. 
Ober, LL.B. ’13, of the Maryland eaten 
ter making serious charges against Prof. 
Harlow Shapley and Assistant Prof. John 
Ciardi of Harvard because of their part in 
certain recent public meetings. Mr. Ober 
was chairman of a Maryland Commission 
on Subversive Activities which drafted leg- 
islation, recently adopted in that state, di- 
rected against Communism. He told Mr. 
Conant that, because of Harvard's “appar- 
ent attitude” toward “extracurricular activi- 
ties of professors,” ;he had decided not to 
subscribe to the law school fund, and he 
recommended that the university modify its 
attitude toward the rights of professors to 
self-expression and change its policies con- 
cerning academic tenure. 


President Conant answered this letter on 
his own behalf, and then referred it to 
Grenyille Clark, ’03, a senior member of the 
Harvard Corporation, who responded in a 
detailed argument. Part of this follows: 


Your proposals—apparently to dismiss or 
censure two professors, and certainly to 
impose drastic controls on the activities as 
citizens of all professors—cannot and will 
not be adopted at Harvard, so long as 
Harvard remains true to her principles. 


A University Must Be Free 


For Harvard to take the course you rec- 
ommend would be to repudiate the very 
essence of what Harvard stands for—the 
search for truth by a free and uncoerced 
body of students and teachers. And it 
would be to make a mockery of a long tra- 
dition of Harvard freedom for both its stu- 
dents and its faculties. 


As to the history of that tradition, it is 
sufficient, I think, to go back to President 
Charles W. Eliot’s inaugural address in 
1869 and follow down from there. 

Mr. Eliot then said: “A university .. . 
above all, it must be free. The winnowing 


breeze of freedom must blow through all 


its chambers. ... This university aspires to 
serve the nation by training men to intel- 
lectual honesty and independence of mind.” 


The tradition so expressed was well 
understood and applied under President 
Eliot. It was then carried on and empha- 


-. sized during the more controversial term of 


a A. Lawrence Lowell from 1909 to 

Mr, Lowell declared that by accepting a 
chair under restrictive conditions, the pro- 
fessor “would cease to be a free citizen” 
and that “such a policy would tend seri- 
ously to discourage some of the best men 
from taking up the scholar’s life.” 


Coming now to President Conant’s term, 


we find the same basic thought expressed 
with equal clarity and force, In his address 
at the Harvard Tercentenary Celebration 
in 1936, he said: 

“We must have a spirit of tolerance which 
allows the expression of all opinions how- 
ever heretical they may appear.” -

These declarations of three Harvard 


2. She believes that the members of the 
faculties, in their capacity as citizens, have 
the same rights to express themselves as 
other citizens, and that those rights should 
not be restricted by the University by try- 
ing to keep a “watch” on professors or 
otherwise. 


3. She believes that wide limits for free 
expression by professors are in the interest 
of her students as well as the teachers. 
The teachers have rights as citizens to 
speak and write as men of independence; 
the students also have their rights to be 
taught by men of independent mind. 


4. Harvard, like any great privately sup- 
ported university, badly needs money; but 
Harvard will accept no gift on the condi- 
tion, express or implied, that it shall com- 
promise its tradition of freedom. 


Acid Test of First World War 


In later years of the Lowell administra- 
tion, in what has been called the period of 
“uneasy fears”’—much like the present— 


‘during and after the First World War, 


cases arose which provided an acid test for 
the Harvard doctrine. The two best-known 
incidents were those of Prof. Zechariah 
Chafee Jr., and of Harold J. Laski. 


In the former case, Prof. Chafee wrote an 
article condemning the conduct of the trial 
judge in the famous Abrams sedition case. 
This was in 1920 at the height of the post- 
war alarm about sedition and Bolshevism. 
Mr. Lowell took an unequivocal position in 
defense of the professors right to espouse 
an unpopular cause. 


In the Laski case, Mr. Laski, then a 
young lecturer at Harvard, spoke up for the 
side of the police strikers in Boston in 1919. 
Feeling on that issue was terrific; emotion 
ran high against anyone taking the strikers’ 
side and there were insistent demands for 
the dismissal of Mr. Laski. Nevertheless, 


Mr. Lowell stood firmly for Mr. Laski’s 


right to speak his mind. ~

PITTSBURGH, Pa. June 20 
(AP) — John L. Lewis’s 480,000 
United Mine Workers’ trooped 
back to the pits today as UMW 
contract negotiations neared the 
shqawdown stage. 

Just as UMW district leaders 
predicted, the week-long “stabili- 
zation” walkout ordered by Lewis 
ended on schedule. The few mines 
operating midnight shifts reported 
full-scale production ° underway.

\COST OF SCHOOL 
AT ATOM PROJECT 
CITED IN INQUIRY 


Hickenlooper Says Building 
Took $2,000,000 More Than 
Original Estimate. 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), Iowa, 
said today a junior high school 
built for the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission at Hanford, Wash., cost 
approximately $2,000,000 more than 
the original estimate. 

He called it just “one example 
of a number I will go into of un- 
explainable costs.” 

Hickenlooper has accused the 
commission of wasting taxpayers’ 
dollars as part of his general 
charge of “incredible mismanage- 
ment” against the AEC and its 
chairman, David E. Lilienthal. 
The joint Senate-House Atomic 
Committee is now in its fourth 
week of hearings on the charge. 

Hickenlooper said the cost of the 
Carmichael Junior High School 
was originally estimated at $1,786,- 
000. But, he said, he had been 
informed by Edward Heller, a 
member of the joint committee 
staff, that the final cost was in 
excess of $3,900,000, 

The schoolhouse, he said, was 
built under a contract allowing 
the contractor cost-plus-fixed-fee 
items in some phases of the opera- 
tion. 

Harry A. Winne, vice president 
of the General Electric Co. of 
Schenectady, N.Y., the prime con- 
tractor for the Hanford plant, 
testified “the estimate was very 
low. There is no question about 
that.” One reason, he said, was 
that the architect and engineer 
made the estimate on the basis 
of costs in “a normal city.” He 
added the estimate was “accepted 
—e an extremely thorough re- 
view.”

Safety Ordinance 
Headache to Cops

DETROIT, Mich., June 20 
T HIS motor capital of the world has evolved 


a bill of rights for pedestrians but all is not 

always serene. 

Sometimes its famed pedestrian protection 
ordinance — which 
has won for it three 
American Automo- 
bile Association 
safety wards — 
runs into snags, hu- 
man nature being 
what it is. 

Under the ordi- 
mance, the pedes- 
trian is king of the 
cross walk but must 
not walk against a 
‘red light if motor 
traffic is heavy. 
Motorists are re 
quired to give the 
pedestrian a chance 
to get to safety as 
the light changes. Nor may another driver at- 
tempt to pass a car which has slowed down to 
yield the right of way to a pedestrian. The 
ordinance works like a charm to safety statis- 
ticians but it is frequently a headache to the 
cops who have to enforce it as demonstrated by 
a recent episode observed by the writer. 

* * * 

ACROSS a busy downtown street darted a 
red-headed girl, trimly attired in slacks. She 
was impartially heedless of oncoming automo- 
biles, a red light against her, and the imperative 
baw! of a stout cop on the corner who command- 
ed her to halt and “get back to that curb.” 

As the cop set out in lumbering pursuit, intent 
on handing out a ticket good for a $2 fine, she 
gained the opposite curb, turned long enough to 
shout back at him “You go to hell.” Then she 
ran into a department store, jumped on an 
escalator and ascended triumphantly beyond the 
reach of her pursuer as he reached the entrance. 

Mopping his face, several hues redder than 
usual, the baffled officer exclamed: 

“No use; it’s getting so that I can only catch 
the old ones.” 

But despite such sporadic set-backs the ordi- 
nance is enforced to the tune of about 100 tickets 
a day. It also provides a fine of $10 for a mo- 
torist who endangers a pedestrian. 

* * 

GENERALLY SPEAKING, the measure, 
adpoted in 1942 and revised three years ago, has 
met with popular acceptance. Objectors include 
a voluble woman politician who complained she 
was “manhandled” by an irate cop and occa- 
onan remonstrances by others who get caught. 

itchhiking students expect the police to look 
the other way. On one occasion two women 
who “got tired” and sat on folding chairs in the 
etreet demurred that they weren't interfering 
with traffic. 

As pointed out by Garnet M. Griffin, of the 
Traffic Safety Association of Detroit, the ordi- 
nance is the core of the city’s pedestrian protec- 
tion program. In the first five years of its ex- 
istence there were 164 fewer pedestrians killed 
and 5043 fewer injured than during a similar 
period prior to its enactment. The rate of fatal- 
ities continues to decline. Ten of 160 pedestrians 
killed here last year previously had received 
tickets for violating the ordinance. 

* * * 


“THE DIFFERENCE between Detroit’s pedes- 
trian ordinance and others,” Griffin wrote in the 
Traffic Review, issued by the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Traffic Institute, “may be summed up in 
this way—you can’t violate the ordinance unless 
you endanger yourself in crossing the street. It 
establishes a fair rule of the road. 

To the pedestrian it gives the prior right to the 
crosswalk, whether it be marked or unmarked. 

To the motorist goes the prior right to the 
street elsewhere. 

And to the police officer is given a compelling 
reason for taking action—has the pedestrian en- 
dangered himself? If he hasn’t, then there is 
no basis for his issuing a ticket. 

There is no flat prohibition against red light 
crossing. A _ pedestrian crossing the street 
against the red light when there are no cars 
coming for six blocks in either diréction is not 
endangering himself. But if he does cross 
against the light when cars are dangerously 
close, then he is placing his life in jeopardy. 
That is cause for action. 

* 


x * | 

SIMILARLY, there is no prohibition against 
mid-block crossing. The home owner, mowing 
his lawn, may knock off work for a few minutes, 
cross the street in the middle of the block to 
discuss the major league pennant race with his 
neighbor and perhaps partake of liquid refresh- 
ment. He didn’t endanger himself because there 
were no cars coming. He didn’t violate the law 
—not even technically.” 

The ordinance was preceded by an elaborate 
educational campaign, lasting for six weeks and 
reaching a climax the day before the regulation 
became effective. More than three million leaf- 
lets were distributed, in addition to utilization of 
scores of news stories, radio programs, and movie 
shorts. Personally written letters were sent 
physicians, clergymen, teachers, lawyers and 
other professional men and women, enlisting 
co-operation in preparing for public acceptance 
of the measure. 

The safety lesson continues to be brought 
home, even when school books are closed for 
the summer. To every school child’s home this 
summer went a red and green lettered sticker, to 
be pasted inside the screen door. 

It states: 

STOP, at the curb, LOOK both ways, WAIT 
until it’s safe, then WALK across the street.

EOPLE are surprised when 

they learn that a major league

But when you have had a few 
minutes conversation with Karl 
Drews, 6-foot, 4inch pitcher of 
the Browns, you understand why 
he couldn’t waste the winter in 
hunting and fishing. 

Karl, eldest son of German-born 
parents, has had no idle winters, 
and probably never will have as 
long as he is able to help himself 
and others.

Houseflies. 


E are sort of found of bees 
W and don’t mind wasps, hor- 

nets or even yellow jackets 
but for houseflies we have abso- 
lutely no use. They are not only 
a nuisance but they spread dis- 
ease and should not be left to 
meander about the house at will. 


The best way to deal with the 
fly problem is to have adequate 
screening on windows and doors. 
Springs should be used on the 
doors so they stay tightly closed.

One way to deal with these is 
with a fly spray or DDT spray. 
The only objection here is that in 
Most cases the flies are in the 
kitchen or dining room where food 
is about and food flavored with 
fly spray is not too good. A few 
pieces of fly paper or fly ribbon 
hung from the ceiling will catch 
all but the very clever fly and 
while neither look very pretty they 
are safe to use around food. 


Another thing you should do is

My 
father became a longshoreman 
when he quit the sea after 26 
years of sailing. He’s a foreman 
néw and it was natural that I 
should try my hand at that work. 
It helped me keep in condition 
for baseball but otherwise it 
didn’t appeal to me, nor did the 
sea, for that matter. Dad was a 
first mate when he gave up the 
freighters and brought Mom to 
Staten Island to settle down, 
That’s where my sister, my two 
brothers and I were born.” 

If Karl August Drews is suc- 
cessful in his effort to remain with 
the Browns it will be a tribute to 
perseverance. Since the day he 
signed a professional contract 
with the Butler, Pa., Club in 1939, 
after graduating from New Dorp 
High School, Karl’s services have 
been owned by 10 different ball 
clubs. He didn’t reach the ma- 
jor leagues until 1946, after eight 
years of knocking around in the 
bush leagues.
